City’s Cost-of-Living 
Index Lower In Sept. 


Fdmonton’s cost of living de- 
clined in September, but the cost- 
of-living index in the other seven 
cities surveyed by the Bureau of

The regional indexes, compiled 
en the base August, 1939, equals 
100, showed the index for the 
whole Dominion at 1583 on Oct 
1 eompared with 1576 Sept. i.

I keep thinking of the “Extra” 
Newsweek Magazine put out last 
week to cover fhe United States 
elections and it tires me out. 

Almost anything that makes the 
swift days swifter tires me out, 
I yawn and stretch each time a 
jet plane cracks the supersonic 
barrier. My eyes grow heavy-lid- 
ded with the news of getting from 
one place to another in faster 
time, 

The Newsweek “Extra” was an 
eloquent commentary on our hop- 
ped-up times, Newspaper “Extras” 
have long since become a thing 
of the past because radio brought 
the news into the living room the 
instant it happened. But here we 
have a magazine devoted to the 
“significance”—or, if you like, the 
“meaning” of the news—rushing 
its decision, air-speeding the 
packaged significance stream- 
lining the process of deliberation 
and interpretation 

There was something enormous- 
ly ridiculous about an “extra” 
that wasn’t rushing news, but 
opinion. Or, more correctly, a 
Snap judgment, Anyone who has 
ever thought of pundits as men 
who deliberate thoughtfully and 


at great length, sucking on an 
old briar, perhaps, or meditating 
in a quiet library, may now re- 


vise their image, For obviously 
Newsweek's experts were work- 
ing at white heat, crouched be- 
fore dictaphones, sleeves rolled 
up, sending their split-second in- 
terpretation of history to the 
printers jin “takes,” 

Beyond the fact that news- 
magazines, like newspapers, are 
competitive, there seems no rea- 
son for such speed, The news- 
papers themselves are in such an 
over-heated hurry to be “first” 
that speed often seems more im- 
portant than accuracy 

The point was considered re- 


cently by R. H. S. Crossman, the 
Laborite MP, who spent a vaca- 
tion in Switzerland and was, at 
first, irritated by the leisurely 
Swiss newspapers which run 
long book reviews on their front 
page and get around to the news 


in their own sweet time. On sec- 
ond thoughts, Crossman decided 
it wasn’t really so vitally import 
ant that he be informed in a 
flash 

“Hot news in Switzerland,” he 
decided, “does not drive out cold 
information.”

Only recently we had the 
happy news (which sent me right 
off to bed) that Lt-Gen. George 
Cc. Kennedy can send his Stra- 
tegic Air Force off on their fights 
to the enemy with four hours 
notice, carrying the new, quick- 
exploding atom bombs in their 
bellies 

I suppose it is 
science and engineering, 
just tires me out, 

Personally, given the choice, I 
would go back to the days of the 
Pony Express when a letter was a 
thrilling event. I would go back 
to the days when historians, eom- 
menting on events, took as much 
as 10 or 20 years to put things in 
their right perspective. I would 
go back to the wars that were 
fought with spears, when yester- 
day's news was not forgotten in 
the excitement of tomorrow’s.

Just as the 
bears differently on 
people, so the various 
redistribute burdens. Just who 
should carry the weight, and in 
what proportion, is in large part 


a moral problem; always remem- 
bering that we would like things

It is important that we do noth- 
ing, or that we don't do anything 
in such an extreme way, to create 
complete chaos, (I suppose there 
are even some people who would 
disagree with this), But within 
these limits if we see the prob- 
lem as a moral and ethical one, 
we can imagine that it will be 
difficult to get everyone to agree 
on the “best” solution 

In practice we are likely to ap- 
prove the kind of measures 
which on balance will leave as 
little of the weight as possible 
resting on us. But “enlightened 
self-interest” will at least recog- 
nize that the other fellow has his 
interests too 

The problem of responsible 
yovernment is to find an accept- 
able, workable, balance between 
eouflicting interests, 


Ordinary 
Person 

The economist is, at best, just 
an ordinary sort of person with 
the same kind of preferences, 
prejudices and special interests 
as others 

These are likely to be reflected 
in the policies which, as a citizen, 
he will choose to support. My 
own preferences would lead me 
to support action along all of 
the lines we have discussed. An 
honest day's work never hurt 
anyone 

I think the financial measures 
are the most important and 
should be pursued resolutely. I 
believe the prices of some essen- 
tials, particularly those which are 
important to children, should be 
kept within the means of every- 
body's purse 

If we are capable of doing it, 
we can all help by restraint in 
consumption, by delaying the 
purchase of some things we 
would like yo have today.

girls to England to be outfitted 
with artificial limbs 

To watch these children playing 
football is pitiful, said Dr, Hitsch 
manova. They try to live a normal 
life 

There are 58 children and it will 
cost $150 for each,one. To many 
people in Edmonton this is a small 
sum, 

Dr. Hitschmanova told of a 
grandmother in Saskatchewan who 
twice has sent $50 bonds to help 
with children’s work in Europe 
She lives on a pension 

Another project of which Dr 
Hitschmanova is very proud is the 
first Canadian children’s club 
which is in Vienna. She said the 
greatest problem of rehabilitation 
is to get the children away from 
bad influences 

To this end, a four-storey build- 
ing has been completely equipped 
by the committee, with books, man 
ual tools for boys and sewing mat- 
erials for girls, documentation on 
Canada and reproductions of Can- 
adian paintings. 

This home will be opened in De- 
cember and the children will spend 
their afternoons there, Dr. Hit- 
schmanova said, She also mentioned 
that pen pals from Canada will 
write to the boys and girls to es- 
tablish personal contacts 

Still another project of the Com- 
home in 


mittee is a children’s 
France which was to have closed 
for lack of funds, Dr. Hitschma- 


nova took it over and to show their 
grateful appreciation, the children 
are studying Canada and our way 
of life and will present a Canadian 
Festival in June 

Only travelling 
Committee, Dr. Hitschmanova 
assisted only by two paid secre- 
taries, Other workers are volun- 
teers. She hasn't had a day off 
for more than three years. 

. She has her doctor of philosophy 
degree from Universities of Prague 
and Paris and has done social work 
and journalism.
